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W c arc nil familiar with the fad 
that newspapers gel everything 
wrong. We have only to know 
something alioui a subject to be 
amazed by the ignorance of the repor- 
ter or journalist writing about it. 

I have seldom experienced this 
amazement more powerfully than in 
reading a recent article in The Times by 
Ronald Butt (February 16) on entr- 
ance to Oxford and Cambridge. The 
article was inspired by the news that 
Emmanuel College, Cambridge, had 
decided to dispense with the entrance 
examination, and admit candidates on 
Ibeir A level results only. 

The first part of the article expressed 
surprise at this bold move, and 'the. 
expectation that other Oxford and-

simply that candidates for Emmanuel 
will have no other way of trying to get 
into the college. 

At present those numerous colleges 
which consider candidates without 
exam i uni ion may say to them cither: 
" You are nut quite good enough for us 
to offer you a hlace conditionally on A 
levels only. Bui you could take the 
entrance examination in a month or 
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Cambridge colleges would follow. 

Now, of course , to decree that there 
Is to be no entrance examination is a 
definite, and perhaps enlightened, 
move, ft will undoubtedly save a great 
deal of rroublc, of a cosliv and not 
necessarily productive kind.' But it has 
to be borne in mind that for n long time 
now colleges have been admitting 
candidates on their A level results, 
making conditional offers before A 
levels just as other universities do. 

There are lircmily hundreds of stu- 
dents who have passed through the 
whole system m Oxford and m Cam- 
bridge who have been admitted to the 
university in this way. li is not this that 
is new in the Emmanuel system. (1 is

Between these two extremes there 
are those to whom (he college may say: 
“Yes, you may come if you get certain 
grades at A level." All that Emmanuel 
tins done is to eliminate the alterna- 
tive method of entry for candidates. 
Blit t hose whom it admits will be in fact 
no different from the hundreds admit- 
ted on “conditional offers" already. 
Colleges are totally free to decide for 
themselves what specific grades in A 
level they will demand, just as other 
universities arc free. 

The more confidence a university or 
college has in its own judgment, the 
more likely it ts Him a candidate will he 
offered a place within the necessary 
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condition of two Es. (More than ten 
years ago, I remember trying to ex- 
plain to parents and the outside world 
that the fact that University College 
London made offers to candidates 
conditional on two Es did not show 
that UCL was the worst university in 
England - rather the reverse.) 

Butt was wrong, then, in suggesting 
that to admit candidates to Oxford ana 
Cambridge on A level grades Is an 
innovation. He was wrong, too, to 
suggest that colleges who do this 
habit unify demand three As in A level 


asacondition of entry. Of course many 
of those admitted in this way go on to 
get three As; but this shows, if any- 
thing, that the colleges have good 
judgment; or possibly rnat having been 
offered a place is good for the morale 
of those taking A levels. 

But more astonishing than this mis- 
take was Butt's blandly trotting out the 
hoary old argument that if such prac- 
tices were to become widespread, 
Oxford and Cambridge would be full 
of “swots" (and he actually used the 
word), to the detriment of the universi- 
ties as a whole. “Swot”, both as a verb 
and a noun, seems first to have 
appeared in the 1850s (derived or 
course from “sweat"); and it was much 
used at the turn of the century of those 
boys who had to work in order to 
succeed, thus showing themselves 
lacking in the effortless superiority 
which was the ideal of the public 
schools. 

The characteristic swot was bes- 
pectacled (having worn out his eyes 
with study), thin and no good on the 
Rugger field. I have not heard the 
word used for many years, if at all. Its 
reintroduction is to be deplored be- 
cause it would perpetuate the myth 
that those who are intellectually able 
are no good for anything else; as well 
as the even sadder converse that those 
who arc stupid arc likely to be good at 
games or music or art or something 
other than academic.

But no one vfi 
has spent long in school can deny Z 
those who are good at one thing tend to 
be good at other things as well. Who 
does not know the excellent mJZ 
matician, who also leads the school 
orchestra and plays a decent gameTf 
hockey as weltf The poor dimwit, on 
the other hand, is all too likely to be 
clumsy and uncoordinated, without 
the confidence to act on the stage or 
the competence to make much of a 
show on the soccer field. 

All universities, not only Oxford 
and Cambridge, have always tried to 
pick out the academically most able 
among their candidates, and have 
generally used A levels grades to help 
them do so. But there is absolutely no 
evidence that they have thereby dep- 
rived themselves of students capable of 
emoyine every aspect of university 
life. Indeed, the higher the academic 
standards demanded, the more stu- 
dents seem to be endowed with other 
skills and graces. 

My own pupils, who mostly come up 
with very good A level grades, whether 
or not they were selected on those 
alone, arc a talented and energetic lot. 
Some work harder than others. Bui 
there is no one who does not act, or 
play games, or row, or sing in a choir, 
or play in a band; and often they da 
many of these things. If any of them tsa 
swot I have yet to discern it.

Bradford City Council has decided to 
.“PPM** ritually slaught- 
ered halal meat for schools. 

On Tuesday it endorsed Iasi year’s 
decision by a sub-committee to supply 
the meat for Muslim pupils despite 
objections from thc city’s animal rights 
group - whose founder, Mrs Kathryn 
Reynolds, has been withholding her 
rates in protest at the decision being 
taken by a sub-commlttce. 

As the counci 1 met. Muslim parents 
and children staged a large demonstra- 
tion in the city to protest at the 
reconsideration of the issue. About 70 
per cent of Muslim pupils were kept 
from school for the day. in response to 
a call by community leaders. 

At present the meat is supplied to 
about 2,000 of the 14,000 Muslim . 
pupils in 30 schools but the aim is to 
provide halal meat wherever there are 
at least lOpupils for it. Last year more 
than 47,000 sheep were ritually 
slaughtered in the city abattoirs. 

The 4 Vi hour debate, ending in a 
vote of 59 to 15, was frequently 
interrupted by shouting, cheering Und 
clapping from the public gallery where 
Muslims were slightly outnumbered by 
the rights lobby. The 43 Tory council- 
lors were allowed a free vote. Several 
of the 41 Labour members voted 
against their group policy in favour of 
halal meat. 

The objectors to halal meat rested

their case on two arguments: such a 
significant decision should never have 
been left to the education services 
special sub-committee, only seven 
members out of a council of 90; and the 
method of slaughter was cruel - stun- 
ning should precede the knife. 

Mr Peter Gilmour, Conservative 
chairman of thc education committee, 
defended the propriety of the sub- 
committee’s action. “It was a unani- 
mous decision to supply halul meat. 
There was nothing to move up to full 
rouncil.” He also reminded members 
that already one third of the first 
school population of the city was 
Muslim. In 10 to 15 years they would 
amount to one third of the city's entire 
school population. 

Another Conservative, Mr Ken 
Pickles, chairman of the race relations 
advisory group, said if the animal was 
stunned first the meat ceased to be 
halal. 

Several supporters of (he motion 
said that the debate was not about 
what slaughtermen did but about treat- 
ing all races equally. To allow the meat 
in shops, homes and restaurants - as 
they must because it was safeguarded 
by law- but not in schools was flagrant 
discrimination. 

Mr Iftikhar Quereshi, Labour, 
pointed out that only last year Muslims 
had agreed not lo go for their own 
schools in Bradford, on condition that 


existing schools catered satisfactorily 
for Muslim special needs. To rescind 
the decision now would bring a strong 
reaction from this community. 

Accusations that objectors to halal 
meat were racist were denied by 
several speakers but they did admit the 
issue was a bandwagon on to which 
racists had climbed. Conceding this. 
Mrs Doris Birdsall, former chairman 
of (he education committee, said that 
she would still vote against the motion 
in defiance of her Labour group. 
“Anyone who condones cruelty to 
animals is only one step away from 
cruelty to humans." 

Mr Harry Armitage, Labour, said 
racialism was on the rampage in Brad- 
ford schools. That was why he could 
not support the Amima! Rights 
Group. 

Mr Bernard Kearns, Labour, said if 
the prevention of suffering was the 
issue, thc answer was to abolish thc 
bonus system under which slaughter- 
men were paid piece rate. That wns far 
more harmful because of the speed at 
which they then operated. 

Mrs Reynolds, n teacher, said after 
the vote that she would be asking the .

• Victims are not singled out because 
they have an “external deviation” - in 
plain language things like protruding 
ears or teeth, red hair, spectacles and a 
tendency to fatness. Three-quarters of 
the Swedish school population suffers 
from at least one of these imperfec- 
tions, but only one in 20 is picked out 
for abuse. At the most, a wart on the 
end of your nose is only a pretext for 
the attentions of the school bully, he 
says. 

Professor Olweus claims to have 
identified some key factors in the 
make-up and the making of a bully. He 
stresses that so far more is known 
about this development in boys than in 
girls. It is these that form the substance 
of the booklets and leaflets which have 
been handed out to parents and 
teachers in the Norwegian campaign 
lie has helped set up. 

First, they are stronger than boys of 
the same age (physical strength is not 
relevant to bullying among girls) and 
their victims are weaker than average, 
os well os being more anxious, insecure 
and having less self-esteem (an image 
of themselves that is far bleaker than 
the truth). 

Second, the way children arc treated 
at home hns a major impact on 
whether they become bullies. If the 
early relationship between mother and 
son is poor with the parent showing 
little interest in her child, he is much 
more likely to end up a bully at school . 

This tendency is exacerbated if the 
parents are permissive and do not have 
clear rules limiting their children’s 
behaviour. Professor Olweus adds. 
“Warm parents with clear rules for 
aggressive behaviour tend to have 
non-aggressive, independent nnd 
harmonious children,” he says. 

Third, parents who beat their chil- 
dren increase the likelihood of rheir 
becoming bullies. Punishment should 
be firm - such as the withdrawal of 
privileges - but not violent.

Can for 
pastoral 
care course

Pastoral care In schools Is so neglected 
by teacher trainers and local education 
authorities that It Is “a cause Tor 
concern”, claims a survey report pre- 
sented to a conference last week. 

The survey, by the National Associa- 
tion of Pastoral Care, revealed a 
gloomy picture of training opportuni- 
ties for teachers. Those that did exist 
were “largely Irrelevant”. 

At a special meeting at Warwick 
University called to discuss the findings 
delegates recommended an Investiga- 
tion Into pastoral care in schools and 
colleges. 

They also wanted greater involve- 
ment by parents and pupils in chil- 
dren's development and to ensure tint 
pastoral care takes foil account , of 


different cultures and bellcfe In society. 

The survey of 12 local authorities, 12 
colleges or departments of education, 
18 schools and 1,100 teachers, found 


that one quarter of the schools had do 
induction programme for new 
teachers. ! 

It also revealed that the vast majority 
of teachers said their initial traiolns 
contained little or no work on pastoral 
care, and that more than one-third of 
experienced teachers had never 
attended courses on pastoral care.

Large classes blamed for 
rise in staff breakdowns 


Increasing numbers of primary 
teachers arc suffering from nervous 
breakdowns nnd stress-related illnes- 
ses us a result of classroom pressures, 
one of the country's biggest teaching 
unions believes. 

The National Association of School- 
mastcrs/Union of Women Teachers 
claims that over-large classes are the 
principal problem as falling rolls have 
not brought about the hoped-for im- 
provements in pupil-teacher ratios. 

But the union's deputy general 
secretary, Mr Nigel de Gruchy, said 
(his week that teachers' difficulties 
were being exacerbated by the growing 
number of violent and disruptive prim- 
ary and infant pupils - particularly in 
inner city schools. 

“This sort of social problem is 
moving down the age scale,” he said. 
“Violence and disruption are not going 
on everywhere, everyday, but a con- 
stant trickle of such cases is coming to 
our attention and this used to be

virtually unheard of.” 

The union has drawn attention to 
the plight of overworked primary staff 
in a newly-published pamphlet “Staf- 
fing Standards in Primary Schools". 

And it has committed itself to a 
three-point plan for improving stan- 
dards which involves: 

•protecting leaching jobs; 
•increasing in-service training for 

8 rimary teachers; and 
•introducing more non-contact time 
for lesson preparation and marking. 

The NAS/UWT executive decided 
last Friday to campaign for 20 per cent 
“non-contact time ' 1 and Mr de Gruchy 
said jobs should be shared out more 
fairly to make this possible. 

According to the pamphlet recent 
school closures and meraeis have re- 
sulted in the shedding of 9,238 primary 
teaching posts to date. The union 
anticipates that job losses will even- 
tually amount to between 5,000 and 
10,000 annually.

NAB chief calls for greater access to HE

E lorc the limits of access and to see 
ow far it is possible to extend oppor- 
tunities for higher education without 
sacrificing the quality of the education 
offered and while maintaining the 
provision of personal and social and 
economic benefits," he said. 

“I do not believe wc have at all 
nearly approached these limits yet." 

ft was essential to plan across sec- 
tors, Mr Bull said, und to ensure 
“dispersed access" because the ntin- 
trnditionul student was more often 
attracted to a local college. He wcl- 
cuiucd the extension of the UCCA 
system to polytechnics ns un imagina- 
tive first step towards an integrated 
system of admissions to UK higher 
education but doubted if it would be 
possible to include part-time courses. 
On the contentious question of a 


two-year initial qualification, he con- 
ceded that most responses, including 
that by Mr Peter Brooke, higher 
education minister, had been hostile.

He believed it would be the special 
role of some - not a few, but not nil - 
public sector institutions to concen- 
trate on Ihc provision of two-year 
full-time courses and their longer, 
part-time equivalents, and to link them 
backwards to non-advanced further 


education and forwards by credit 
transfer to degree courses. 

Mr Ball said he did not expect extra 
funding for student grants over the 
next 10 years. But the rigidity of the 
existing mandatory grants system must 
be questioned so that the present 
amount of money could be more 
widely distributed. 

The switch to a basic two-year grant 
would depend on allowing people to 
pursue their education while claiming 
social security. If that were allowed, 
some students would be able to sup- 
port themselves for the last year ofa

Britain had probably reached the 
limit of Aril-time participation In higher 
education which the present structure 
could attract, he said, although the 
decline in the system by 1990 would 
probably be somewhat less than the 
decline In the number of 18-year-olds: 
But that decline should be averted — 
because Britain’s attitude to further 
and higher education was, by Interna- 
tiona] standards, “the extreme case of 
antl-intellec^ialiBni end narrow utili- 
tarianism*’, and because participation 
by different groups In society was 
unequal. 


Britain paid a high price for Its 
“efUcicnt" higher education system, 
with a low full-time participation rate 
tor 1 8-year- olds and a relatively high 
graduation rale for 21-year-olds, he 
argued. It meant that advanced courses 
were "an enormous all-or-nolhlng com- 
mitment” for students. 

Participation would be increased If 
there were a shorter, less specific, 
introductory course. This could be the 
two-year Introductory degree advo- 
cated by the Leverhulme Inquiry (for 
which he was convenor of the demand 
and access seminar). Hits degree would 
he less daunting and could be provided 
by far more ipsUtuttoqs, thus offering. 


more local opportunities. 

This loosening up of the degree 
structure should be combined with the 
growth of credit transfer. But the 
number of units making up a degree 
should be limited to minimize the loss of 
coherence In the curricul um , 

, Ti ere was a danger of creating a 
rigidly-divided system, “where low sta- 
tus colleges provide two-year program- 
mes of mass higher education and elite 
Institutions go on much as at present." 

That could be avoided either through 
creating elaborate controls or giving all 
Institutions far more freedom to deter- 
mine their own tonettons, and the 
means to finance themselves to do it. 


Mr Ball provoked some murmurs of 
disagreement when he said that the 
question of resources did not come 
first. “In my experience," he com-' 
mented, resources usually follow 
coherent purposes." But he provoked 
even more murmurs when he said 
public sector institutions should not 
regret it if the universities had more 
money. 

"Do not regret it," he said, "if 
research funds are predominantly 
channelled to the universities - there is 
much to be said for the teaching sector. 
Do not regret it. if the unit of resource 
is higher on the other side of the binary 
line - there is much to be said for the 
cost-effective sector ...” 

He said they should fiercely object, 
however, if the funds available were 
inadequate for the task that needed lo | 
be done.

Even the most vigilant teachers may 
not spot the signs of drug dependency 
at its early stages in a pupil. Smoking 
leaves no tell-tale needle marks, Other 
signs, such as anti-social behaviour, 
listlessness, truancy or trouble with the 
police may be put down to normal 
adolescent problems. 

In fact, contrary to' the popular 
image of heroin addicts, many teena- 
gers may continue living an outwardly 
s normal life while their dependence 
builds up. "People think of heroin 
f addicts as scruffy, long-haired, hippy 
I types," said one expert. “In fact, many 
continue to cope quite well for a long 
rime." ■ :• 

It may be only after they leave 
.school; ..and 1 . 1 have to cope wirlMhe 
pressures of leaving home, looking for 
a job, or paying rent that dependence 
becomes a problem for the addict as 
well as others. 

Anne Prendergast, a counsellor with 
the Blenheim Project which advises on

Ultimately, though, an addict will

Mary was a bright and capable 12- 
year-old, who had just started at a new

Mr Nicholas Hinton, director of the 
National Council for Voluntary Ser- 
vices, said that the programme would 
simply add to the multiplicity of 
schemes that were already confusing 
the unemployed and those working to 
help them. 

The best way of expanding the 
practical educational facilities for the 
jobless was to put more money into the 
highly successful Voluntary Projects 
Programme. 

Mr Hinton said that there was a need 
for more coordination, but that the 
DES, which had no experience in this 
field, should leave it to the MSC as it 
knew much more about running prog- 
rammes for the unemployed. “Ifs 
ironic that the Government should be 
handing over responsibilities in further 
education, which the DES does know 
about, to the MSC, while letting the 
DES move into the Commission's 
field" he said.

teacher unions and introduced legisla- 
tion calling for widespread changes in 
the career patterns of the state’s 
teachers. 

The centrepiece of the scheme will 
be the creation of a master teacher 
system that will enable teachers who 
no their job exceptionally well to 
qualify for annual pay bonuses of up to 
$7,000 (£4,600). It also introduces a 
rigorous apprenticeship for beginning 
teachers ana n five-rung career ladder 
with stringent checks nn teachers’ 
performance at every step.

Governor 
Alexander was one of the first cham- 
pions of ihc master teacher concept 
and one of (he first state governors to 
try to sell the idea to a powerful and 
suspicious teachers' union, the Ten- 
nessee affiliate of the National Educa- 
tion Association. The fact that he has 
won - arbeit after a year of patient 
negotiation - is a signal to other states 
that union opposition can be over- 
come. 

The creation of master teachers with 
enhanced pay and prestige was strong- 
ly endorsed in last year's report by the 
National Commission on Excellence in 
Education. It is supported in principle, 
but not with money, by the Reagan 


Anxiety about the new system is 
understandable. In return for the 


chance to earn impressive salary 
bonuses, teachers in Tennessee will 
subject themselves to much more on- 


tlic-job assessment than they have ever 
experienced, with new teachers receiv- 
ing especially close scrutiny. They will 
have to serve n probationary year 
before receiving a professional qual- 
ification, and another three year 
apprenticeship before receiving 
tenure. 

Teachers who fail their appren- 
ticeship will be forced out of the 
profession altogether, but those who 
remain will have the chance to earn 
higher salaries than in the past - 
provided they can prove their worth in 
the classroom. Three levels of “career 1 ’ ' 
teachers wlll.be created, with those 
who reach the third level earning 1 
income supplements of up to $7,000 a 
year. 

To pass from level to level teachers

Despite their original rejection of 
the scheme, Tennessee teachers had

“I am convinced that it is the quality 
of French education which is at issue 
here," M Savary has said. “And that 
the absence of any real responsibility 
on a local level is one of the worst 
dangers which is threatening a system 
which includes 12 million pupils and 
1 million teachers and administrative 
staff." 

The French economy, he feels, 
needs more scientists and far more 
technicians. Technical education in the 
lycies must be modernized and more 
account must be taken of economic 
needs.

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Open notes 

Sir - In cose your readers and, more 
importantly, the parents and pupils of 
SI Anne’s County First School in 
Stonwcll, Surrey, arc misled by Mike 
Durham's statement (TBS, February 
24) that "confidential records [nt the 
school] were kept in a scpurnic fol- 
der", let me hasten to correct it. 

No separate, twa-ticr system of 
pupil records was in operation at St 
Anne’s. All the information, both 
formal and informal, recorded on an 
individual pupil was stored in ore 
folder. 

Back in the mid-1970s, when we 
decided to work towards open records, 
staff discussed the issues raised in 
storing written documents which had 
originated outside the school. There 
was strong feeling that it was neither 
ethical nor possible for us to discuss 
with oarents reports made at other 
schools (where open record systems 
may not have operated) or made by 
members of other professions. It was 


felt equally strongly that these exter- 
nal papers should be stored as a parr of 


the one working document on a pupil 
and extracted openly in the presence of 
the parents, when they came to see 
their child's notes. Parents were al- 
ways told which items were extracted, 
why these notes were not shown to 
them and how they could be put in 
touch with the authors. 

The open and honest approach to 
this sensitive area is important and 
supportive of the thrust in Mike 
Durham’s article, that all professional 
groups should accord their clients the 
respect of involvement in their person- 
al records. 

Let us hope that, in illustrating the 
worthwhile experience of some 
schools in opening their notes to pupils 
and parents, more teachers and other 
professional groups will be encouraged 
to move towards a policy of “open- 
ness" on records, which builds trust 
and respect between people.

but two areas) neither foster nor help 
to develop the capacities, motivations 
and range of feelings that give whatev- 
er skills urc involved in communication 
their proper point. At best they turn 
pupils off. At worst they succeed- and 
I produce automata. 

Anyone who has undertaken a se- 
rious study of moral philosophy could 
not fail to bristle at, or be harrowed by, 
the next ghostly machine on the hori- 
zon-courses in moral skills! ft is at this 
gnm point that the Scylla and athe 
I Charybdis converge. Mr LIoyd-Evans 
I is quite right to suppose that the “how" 

I is becoming rhe “what" as an educa- 
I tional aim. But it is also clear even 
from a casual glance at some of our 
schools that some departments who 
otherwise eschew the “skills mania” 
still plump for another dubious kind of 
“what"; they use the thin skins of 
subject names to disguise social-en- 
gineering bandwaggons. I 

It bos now become old-fashioned to | 


evaluate and analyse moral/social 1 
issues for themselves. Education, alas, 
has to be for some other end. In my 
view this is corrupt. The slogan 'educa- 
tion fur peace' is, qua educational aim, 
in the same ball-game as ‘education for 
military engagement'. Educational 
alms have become capricious creatures 
of fashion and their complexion is 
inevitably behaviouristic. 

The behavioural model of ''man'' for 
the 1980s is that of a bc-badgcd, 
jogging anti-smoker who manifests a 
penchant for wholemeal bread and 
wholesome campaigns about saving 
whales, “normalizing" relations be- 
tween different ethnic groups, endors- 
I ing exclusive single-sex membership to 
non-sexist protest groups and, finally, 
rising out a Clark Kentian humility to 
tower as a super-hero who will “civil- 
ize" the third world. 

Whether wc reduce all academic and 
I cultural pursuits to mere “skills" nr 
f whether wc covertly for. in sonic 
I cases, explicitly) use subject areas to 
I indoctrinate pupils with fixed social 
I attitudes we will neither produce 
I thinking citizens nor feeling and 
I humane persons. But instead we will 
breed a race of sloganizing machines 
who lack the capacities to appreciate 
whatever importance the content of 
such slogans dimly represent. A life- 
time ago Bertrand Russell indicated 
his belief that schools do much to 
destroy the enthusiasms and spirit of 
inquiry natural to all children.

Inspectors’

David Hall gives 
HM Inspectorate a taste of 
its own medicine 


As my school came under the spotlight of the 
inspectorate recently, the publication of their 
report prompts me to suggest that ideally there 


should be a two way process involved. Surely the 
public has the right to be assured that not only the 


public has the right to be assured that not only the 
teachers but the HMls also represent good value 
for money. 


Introduction 


The report itself is contained in 44 pnges of good 
quality A4 unlined white paper. The frontispiece 
consists of a two tone layout, the heavy black 


consists of a two tone layout, the heavy black 
print or the main headings contrasting rather 
unpleasingly with the lighter off-centre name of 
the school. There was a lack of standardization 
here which suggested that this part of the exercise 
had not been fully coordinated. More meetings at 
departmental level would have avoided this 
particular fault. 


Accommodation 

The HMIs were allowed the use of a large craft 
room during their visit. This room was well 
treated; ashtrays were used properly and there 
was no graffiti. 


The Team 

The team consisted of twenty HMIs drawn from a 
wide background. Educational auallfications 
were of a high standard although their average 
height of 5 r 9" contrasted with the national 


average of 5 ' 1 0", a discrepancy so sm all that it can 
be safely be ignored. 


Standards of behaviour were felt to be good. Out 
of a total of 248 recorded classroom visits, 96.4 
per cent were preceded by a knock and of the 
remaining 3.6 per cent, 0.08 per cent were 
preceded by a scuffling noise which can, for the 
purposes of this report be. taken as a suitable 
equivalent, Only in 1,8 per- cent- of visits was a 
door flung open without any warning- Contact 
time for each inspector during the period of the 
Inspection ranged from two to five days compared 
with a national average of t]wo hundred, days a 


J 'ear for teaching staff. The HMIs obviously 
oilowed a well planned and carefully im- 
plemented rota system of staff interview. This 
provided most teachers with the most valuable 


experience of working through the day, Inclusive 
of breaks, free period, lunch hours and a 


lunch hours and a 


considerable portion of time' after the end of the 
normal school day. 


Departmental Reports. 

This was the most disappointing area of the 
report. A clear lack of co-ordination and the 
absence of an ’’overall" strategy were all too 
evident. To take one example: some subjects 
were disposed of in half a page of closely argued 
material while other disciplines were allocated 
two pages of comment and some teachers were 
left -with a feeling of discrimination. There is a 
need here to discuss methods of assessment In 
much greater depth. .There was also much 
repetition. Too many of the inspectors were 
content to use terminology qnd jargon that was 
frankly dated. Surely Education is one area of life 
that, pre-empts all others in’ the need fo^keep , 
. Ipforpieq, ojf cprrent terminology which has. been' 

■ known to change by the Weex. Three or four 


examples will make the point. Far too often 
inspectors talked abbut' 1 '(ack of pace”, nnd the 


need for “commitment”. Inevitably there was a 
constant stressing of the need to cater for “the 
disadvantaged”: it was not always dear if this was 
a reference to the pupils or the staff. 

Hie inspectors might well consider the inclusion 
of visual material in this section of the report. The

i A study of medical school applications to be 
published soon proposes that applicants 
should no longer be asked to list schools in 
J. M. order of preference oil the UCCA form as 
this can lessen some candida tes' chances of being 
considered. 

_ The study, based on a survey of 1.350 applica- 
tions to St Mary’s Hospital Medical School, 
London, in 1980, also suggests that candidates 
hould give one place on flic form to n course 
ther than medicine in case they fail in what is an 
tcreasingly stiff competition. 

Last year there were 10,729 applications for 
955 places at UK medical schools. The average 
level grades of students entering medicine were 
3fl. Only would -be vets face tougher compcli- 
n. 

Sixth -formers’ chances of becoming doctors 
re recently made even worse by a Government 
imittce on medical manpower. It recom- 
lded cuts in medical school intakes of at least 5 
per cent to avoid an estimated surplus of 30,000 
doctors by the end of the century. 

In such a buyers' market there is a good deal of 
i discussion about selection methods and which 
candidates, arid what aptitudes, are the “best 
•buy" for medicine. “Far inofe applicants could 
cOpe'academl^ly with thd course In medicine , 
thih can be accepted,” Says Professor Peter : 
Richards, dean of St Mary’s, whb published a 
guide for prospective medical students last year. 

.Good exam results, on their own, ;are not 
. .enough. One applicant to St Mary’s with three A 
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I candidates’ list of preference. The results of the St 
I Mary’s study, which followed up the fare of every 
I applicant who put St Mary’s on the UCCA form, 
suggest that candidates who arc not offered a 
place by their top choices lose out because schools 
placed lower down the list are reluctant to 
consider them. The study also shows that candi- 
dates who send in their UCCA form early do 
stand a better chance than those who apply irr 
November and December. 

So under the present system all candidates 
would benefit by sending in their forms as early as 
possible. And the weaker candidate is well 
advised to find out where competition is the least 
stiff and put those medical schools at the top of 
the list. 

Most medical schools like to see candidates’ 
choices in order of preference but vary in their 
attitudes towards positioning. Oxford, for inst- 
ance, does not mind about its position on UCCA 
forms as long as it is not placed below Cambridge. 
“But in practice candidates including Oxford 
usually put us first". Glasgow docs not consider 
applicants who put it third or lower on the list of 
preferences but. will consider, candidates who 
bracket all their choices as being equally accept- 
able. Nottingham considers applicant^ who place. 
uiqw.dovmptVth^ form but in pracficqthore wftb : 
pliiie it lower than second are “rarely" accepted. 

. Minimum A level grades required also vary, 
with many schools asking for three Bs while some 
of the London schools make offers of three Cs 
• (although the average grades achieved are high- 


f |a!Iing pupil numbers leading to the closure 
of small rural schools represent yet another 
blow to community life already smitten 
In many villages by the car and the super- 
market. 

A Government circular in 1981 setting out the 
financial and educational benefits of amalgamat- 
ing pupils in larger schools has accelerated this 
process. But an experiment begun that same year 
in the picturesque Cotswold town of Chipping 
Camden might offer an alternative for some 
country areas. 

It involves two Church-aided primaries, St 
James in Chipping Camden (101 on roll) and 
Ebrington Village school (26 on roll), three miles 
I north of Chipping Camden. On the retirement of 
the headmaster of St James in December, 1980, 
[on Jones, already headmaster of Ebrington 
school, was appointed joint head of what later 
came to be known as Hie Federated Primary 
Schools of Ebrington and St James. 

Federation has proved a thriving success with 
numbers in both schools steadily climbing. Last 
year Ebrington had 34 on roll and St James 1 16, 
45 per cent above the local authority's esti- 
mates, and this has risen to 55 per cent over the 
last 12 months. This growth hag been accelerated 
by the 1980 Education Act which allows parents 
to choose a school beyond the boundary of their 
l.e.a. area, a freedom which is bringing a steady 
stream of children from adjoining counties as well 
as other.dlstricts in Gloucestershire; 1 Eight out of 
a class of 14 at Ebrington come from Warwick- 
shire. 

But this parental affirmation of the federation 
has not been won easily, as Ian Jones admits. “In • 
fact", he says, “if I’d known three years ago how 
hard it would be to get- the idea established rin 
not sure 1 would baye taken, it : on". . . .

The St James school hall is valuable for both 
schools and on Monday afternoons Peter Hock- 
ley, one of the two cfass teachers at Ebrington, 
whose special interest is PE, comes down to St 
James to take the juniors for gym while the junior 
teacher goes to Ebrington to take his class. On 
Wednesday afternoons both schools combine for 
a sports aftenioon when the children can play fa 
their appropriate age groups. On Thursday 
afternoons Kate Thorpe goes to Ebrington to 
take a recorder group for children from both 
schools and junior swimming sessions on Tues- 
days and TTuirsdays can be organized in age 
groups, with those at the non-swimming session 
getting extra small-group tuition. 

This integration has been achieved by a very 
tightly structured curriculum. For reading and 
maths Ian Jones and his staff have devised 
meticulous evaluation charts pinpointing the 
different skills, and the stages, at which each is 
taught, tested, and later revised. All other 
academic subjects are approached through topics 
which teachers teach in their own way within 
agreed guidelines. Staff room copies of lesson 
pjans and flow charts show the aspects of science, 
history and environmental work, they are 
covering. 

Topic work comes to a glorious, integrated 
flowering in the schools' joint study visits. For 
infants and younger juniors this will be one day I 
one night visits to a field study centre progressing 
to a complete fortnight’s stay for the top juniors 
where they study an area and the way of life of the 
people. In 1981 and 1982 a study exchange was 
arranged with a school in Viborg, Denmark and 
last year they went to the village of Qranitis in 
Northern Macedonia, : i ■ . 

Ian Jones explains “we are trying to give our 
children the best of both worlds; for the very 
young the security of a small school and familiar 
faces, then 'gradually widening then horizons as

Having attended several open evenings in the 
autumn term, and still being rather dubious about 
making a choicei 1 wrote and asked for examina- 
tion statistics, and was not at all surprised by the 
variety of forms In which such statistics were 
presented. Some quite openly showed total 
numbers entered, and total numbers for each 
grade achieved by pupils. Even though this was 
not always Battering to the school, it presented an 
honest picture. Other schools paraded statistics in 
tables that were at best difficult to interpret, and 
at worst apparently deceptive; some told of their 
average grade compared with other-local schbbls 
. whose average grade was lower; some compared 
; their grades with those which "Would have been 
expected from the children's abilities as assessed 
op intake".

The next thought was to attempt to visit (he 
school during a working day, to see if I'd be 
allowed to hove a look round while the school was 
in session. Out of six schools approached, four 
agreed, and two politely declined (one main- 
tained and one independent). 1 visited the four 
which allowed me in. and in three cases was 
escorted round by pupils, and in one case by the 
deputy head; [ valued the former three visits 
more, since it was possible to quiz the pupils, and 
children in the corridors and in class paid little 
heed to a stranger with two pupils. The deputy 
head felt obliged to deal with little matters of 
discipline during our tour, and his aura pervaded. 
One school gave me a one and a half hour tour 
and an hour's chat with the head and deputy. 
Regal treatment indeed, and very much appreci- 
ated. 

The choice of eight was narrowed down to one 
maintained school, and one independent. Both 
are on the shortlist because they were helpful, 
provided usdful information, had sensible pa- 
rents' evenings that were well-organized, and 
gave freely of their lime to further our knowledge 
of them and what they seek to do. Both schools 
have pupils who are sensibly behaved on their 
way to and from the school; both heads admit to 
having faults in their schools which they are trying 
to correct, (two independents declared there 
were no faults at all), and both schools appeared 
to be working in a way that 1 should expect of a 
school as I walked round on my tours. My 
daughter liked them best of those whose parents’ 
evenings she attended.' 

Then there were the entrance examinations for 
entry to an independent school. Even sojne 
maintained schools wanted to interview, and one 
selective school gave a test in November, which 
wc had missed. In addition, the independents 
want money. One school required a registration 
fee, then in the next letter an examination fee, 
then lateT suggested that if wc wished our 
daughter to enter the competitive scholarship 
examination we should send another cheque. So 
we forked opt again, half expecting further 
; demands for cash for a marking fee, , or postage 
and; packing on the results. .But she got her 
scholarship. f 

But if the school fakes in 1 20 each year, and 135 
sit the entrance, examination, most would be 
accepted anyway. Do these schools have artifi- 
cially high fees and then award multiple part- 
scholarships to entourage parents? I rang two 
independent schools with these questions. Both 
heads told me that foil scholarships were awarded 
to only one or two pupils each year, and that 
rarely more than five or six part-scholarships 
were offered. One head said 456 girls took one 
exam, for 80 places, the other head was cagey and 
declined to give me figures (their exam successes 
were veiled in possible misunderstandings too). 

Despite allour efforts, questioning pupils at the 
schools (who mostly accept what their schools are 
doing is for the best, but who offer very valuable 
comments about individual teachers), talking 
with other parents, visiting the schools both at 
parents’ evenings and during the working day, to 
what extent do we have a real choice? Some ■ 
apparently . excellen t schools , are beyond our 
reach, geographically, financially, or socially. 
Those that are fairly near are laden with q uest Idns 
.gtfll . ja t?e answered; 

Has the primaiy head really got it right when he 
tells u$ still that the child who Is prepard to get on 
will get on despite the school. And if this is true, 
what benefit is the school in such a ease? How is 
this an argument for sending anyone to school at 
all? If the school presents opportunities for 
learning, and that Is all, the sense of his remarks 
becomes clear. But surely there is more to'sehool 
than, that? Social life, personal relationships, 
after-school activities, even the form of the 
school day must make some difference? 

Parents have a choice, greater or lesser depend- ' 
ing on financial constraints . and geographical 
location; biif how can they choose 'effectively? J 
Itot. the Impression j talking to teachers, at the 
parent’ eydnfags, ;|hiit: there are few Schools . 
without some very, disgruntled teachers; oh the 
whole it reamed, to^ tne there was no great divide 
among the teachers and equal diversity on ail the 
staffs. But I got the impression that maybe the 
maintained school staffs had to be slightly better

What do teachers of the arts want? A larger or, at 
least, more secure place in the curriculum and 
mther more recognition or the value of what they 
are doing - a fair share of capitation, no offsite 
exiles, support for in-service work. less philistin- 
ism in the stnffroom. Of course not nil schools do 
badly by the arts subjects; sonic do very well, 
some do their worst. It is this variability in 
standards of provision which best indicates that 
the arts have a low stntus in the education system, 
that they depend too much on the chance 
patronage of individuui headteachers and the 
political talents of individual arts' teachers. 
Unlike, say. mathematics, the arts in schools 
(except English) don't have a right to thrive, 
either as creative or appreciative disciplines. In 
these grim times that means - as the Gulbenkian 
Foundation’s report The Arts in Schools (1982) 
opens by saying -that “existing levels of provision 
for the arts arc actually being threatened”. 

Arts teachers and their supporters respond to 
Itiis perception of their situation by banding 
together to stress what dance, drama and drawing 
have in common, and by octing on the belief that 
their way forward is intimately bound up with 
developing the philosophy of arts teaching. There 
is probably more philosophizing about the 
teaming of arts subjects than about the rest of the 
coniculum put together, and The Arts: A Way of 
Knowing is the latest addition to the literature 
(and fourth in the series Curriculum Issues in Arts 
Education, edited by Malcolm Ross, President of 
|be newly-formed National Association for 
Education in the Arts).

educationists (Peter Abbs. Malcolm Ross. 
Robert Witkin) argue along similar lines. 

The idea of art as a sensitive way of knowing 
lms much to be said for it though, arguably, it 
understimates the extent to which aesthetic 
response is to formal properties of art works and, 
connectedly, it trades on the ambiguity of words 
like “sensitivity": from one approach, sensitivity 
always appears to be a good thing; from another, 
sadists are certainly sensitive to the pain they 
inflict, else they would not enjoy themselves. 
These possible objections aside, it can also be said 
that the Way of Knowing argument for art has 
been less developed than it could be. For 
example, the argument for the cognitive charac- 
ter of art making and aesthetic experience does 
not appear to lead its proponents to explore what 
is happening in contemporary cognitive psycholo- 
gy, which stresses the cognitive character of 
everything. Instead, the “psychology" we get here 
is of the Mills and Boon variety practised by H J 
Eysenck, a fantasy written to a formula -in the 
present instance, the formula is a “Visual Aesthe- 
tic Sensitivity Test" and the fantasy is the idea that 
the test can demonstrate the innateness of a sense 
of form. It may well be that the sense of form is 
innate, but the test doesn't show it or even make it 
probable. It is an understatement to say that 
Eysenck is not where it’s at in psychology, and I 
wonder what Ross thinks he is doing further 
diffusing this stuff, which has been appearing on 
and off since 1 940. If it’s about the Assessment of 
Aesthetic Performance, then it must be said that 
this has nothing to do with devising nn AQ 
(Aesthetic Quotient) test, and everything to do 
with dialogue about individual works. 

To return to the philosophers, they have not 


paid adequate attention either to the part played 
ill making an art what it is by its matter (pigment, 


in making an art wliqj it is by its piatter (pigment, 
sound and silence, movement, etc) qr by the 
symbolic inscription ;of that matter, for example, 
according to particular artistic conventions. Tak- 
ing the latter, philosophy of art would then 
connect to the semiotics of art as practised by the 


Russian Formalists, Prague School Structuralists, 
Ernst Cassirer, Susanne Langer, and so on. In the 
Ross volume, none of these positions or persons 
gel serious attention; Edmund Leach's romp 
around anthropological structuralism certainly 
doesn't discharge the obligation to connect to 
semiotics; in his views on art. Leach doesn't get 
beyond a brief restatement of what is in effect 
Viktor Shklovsky's 1917 claim that art makes the 
familiar strange (and Arnaud Reid defines the 
aesthetic attitude as Roman Jakobson defined the 
poetic function in the 1920s, as attention to the 
form of the message rather than its content). 

Finally, the philosophers really are too far away 
from the contemporary practice of the arts 
outside of school and those who write about that 
practice: no contributor to the Ross volume, for 
example, mentions a Booker Prize winner, a 
contemporary film-maker, the most- widely read 
author on art and society, the author of Another 
Way of Telling: none of them mention John 
Berger. What's at work here is the same kind of 
provincialism and academicism which also led to 
his omisson from the New Pelican Guide to 
English Literature, Volume 8, The Present (sec 
K G Mathieson's review, TES November 18, 
1983). Compare this with the admirable cosmopoli- 
tanism of Denis Donoghue's Rcith Lectures. The 
Arts Without Mystery (1983). 

This is where my doubts begin about the 
recourse to the philosophy of the arts in education 
as a strategy for arts teachers. For the problems 
arts teachers face, with pupils and colleagues and 
officialdom, stem not so much from lack of a 
coherent account of the nature of art as from the 
real world predicament of the arts, of art-making 
and art appreciation to which John Berger has, 
among others and among other things, addressed 
himself. It is surely that predicament in which 
everyone lives, whether sensitive or insensitive to 
the arts. What Is this predicament? It is partly ah 
evaluative one, in a practical rather that contem- 
plative sense.- Video nasties are forms for the 
expression of human feelings, and they un- 


doubtedly arouse feeling and stimulate the im- 
agination in cognitive ways. In contrast, Mark 
Rothko's later works explore disturbing emo-- 
tions, but they arc not nasty and they don't have 
much of an audience (you'll find some in The Tate 
and a discussion in Peter Fuller's Art and 
Psychoanalysis [Writers and Readers]). 

That easy contrast made, there is the more 
awkward question ofwhy Robert Mapplethorpe’s 
photographs of sado-masochism belong in the 
Institute of Contemporary Arts and page three of 
the Sun doesn't. 

There are, of course, many distinctions both 
philosophical and practical to be made in argu- 
ments about these cases; the chief point for 
present purposes is that the evaluative question is 
bound up with the question of the actuality and 
potentiality of “the arts" in an age of mechanical 
reproduction. Where in music, for example, docs 
art-making and art-appreciation (“sensitive 
knowing”) begin and end? Colin Painter is 
indirectly addressing this son of question in his 
interesting contribution to the Ross volume, 
concerned with what people hang on their walls 
and why (Watch outl There's a sociologist of 
culture about!). 

John Walker addresses it directly in his Art in 
the Age of Mass Media . This is boldly presented as 
a continuation of John Berger's Ways of Seeing, 
and it is agreeable to confirm that the bonk 
succeeds in being this. It's lucid, wcll- 
documentcd and argumentative, wearing its 
socialist convictions on its sleeve. Any sixth- 
former or art college student on a course from 
which discussion of controversial issues lias not 
been banned would be informed and stimulated 
by this book. But then in showing bowline artists 
have responded in different ways to the mass 
media, and in illustrating how fine art can be 
placed at the service of the revolution (or, at least, 
of community politics), Walker's informativeness 
doesn't answer those nagging questions of value 
and, in equaling the way forward for the fine arts 
with their socialist inflection, threatens to fore- 
close on the exploration of the aesthetic, whatev- 
er that mysterious thing is. 

In educational contexts especially, providing 
the arts with a Purpose, whether as community 
politics or as craft, design and technology, is 
always to risk lasing the experience of the 
aesthetic dimension, especially in so far as that 


encouraged by all the Gjradgrinds of Right and 
Left. In such a Situation, what arts educators 
really need is the confidence to yawn nt Grad- 
grind's speeches.

“What. Wally a poet I" Wallace 
Stevens' colleagues at the Hartford 
Accident and Indemnity Company 
were startled to learn of their vice 
president's literary prominence. In 
both his worlds - insurance and poetry 
-Stevens was an Isolated and un forth- 
coming figure; ill at case in literary 
circles; politely resistant to others' 
work; walking lonely miles 10 and from 
the office in a car-dominated and 
obsessively convivial society. 

Stevens insisted that he cultivated 
Iwth his careers with equal ami whole- 
minded concentration. Yet, acknow- 
ledging his success at hath tends to 
imply sharp separation between 


f them. This is mistaken . As a poet. 
f Stevens was an amateur and an escup- 
I ist in the better sense of both words. 
I The subject of his curiously detached 
I verse was always the relationship l»c- 
I. tween reality (the harsh contingencies 
I that cross im insurance executive's 
1 desk) and the imagination. If insur- 
I a nee tends to reduce individuals to 
I statistics, circumstances, actuarial pro- 
J jeetions, Stevens' poetry is strikingly 
f depopulated. Emptiness, isolation and 
I physical space are great American 
I themes. Stevens’ ion reinforced an 
1 existing literary subject. 
f For Stevens, the imagination was 
I neither a process nor a state but 
I another place, inhabited only by the 
' poetic self. Poetry, the imagination 
generally, was not transcendent, an 
overcoming of earthly concerns, but an 
alternative to them, an escape into a 
parallel world. “Life is an affair of 
people not of places. But for me life is 
an affair of places and that is the 
trouble." Stevens was an armchair 
traveller - “I survive on postcards fro m 
Europe" - and Uke Douanler Rous- 



seau’s his idea of forcignucss was 
framed in deliberate contrast to his 
everyday surround inns. The scmi-lro- 
picaf and equatorial lands obsessed 
him and fuelled bis complicated colour 
symbolism; red. green, black, the 
white of negation and death (typically 
American), with blue, for the imagina- 
tion, overarching all like the sky. 

His poetry bus been described; with 
only a partial gr.isp of the paradox, os 
"lyrical meditation". At one extreme,, 
ir is playful, brash, full of sounds, 
bird-cries, coinages and strange names 
(ephebc. mundo, Hoon, Ha-de-mc); 
at the other, measured, discursive and 
magisterial, almost as if theorizing 
about itself. One of Stevens’ most 
characteristic tricks is to give his most 
opaquely playful poems Hie most dis- 
cursive and (apparently) explanatory 
titles; “Poetry is a Destructive Force", 
“The Search for Sound Free from 
Motion", "Not Ideas About the Things 
but the Thing Itself’. Other poems 
pose as Impressionist images or genre 
paintings: “Gray Stones and . Gray

Stevens' very nest poems, "Sunday 
Morning”, "The Mail With the Bine 


Guitar". "Estlietique du Mnl", "An 
Ordinary Evening in New Haven”. are 
those in which me balance of sound 
nnd sense, expression and meaning, is 
most completely achieved. Stevens' 
keyword became "fiction”; "wc could 
no longer really believe in anything , 
unless we recognized it as a fiction". 
For someone for whom imagination 
was the supreme reality, this was the 
vital recognition and restored the 
"missing" clement in the work and in 
Stevens poetic personality. For the 
imagination is the quintessential hu- 
man attribute, the one that separates 
us from the physical world of accident, 
chance, growth and death that Stevens 
tackled at his desk. 

His closest attempt at an aesthetic 
credo came in his long poem of 1942 
“Notes Toward a Supreme Fiction”. 

Its three sections were called "It Must 
he Abstract", "It Must Change", “It 
Must Give Pleasure". Later. Stevens 
was to say that there was a missing 
fourth section "It Must Be Human . 
Whether that was a recognition of 
failure or another attempt to pull tight 
a unjfying thread to his work will 
remain a point of issue,

Two thoroughly professional critics 
address the poet, once enormously 
popular, whose works are now difficult 
to find, Dr Priestman takes a radical 
line, areuing that Cowper needs the 
reader ‘as hostile critic as punchbag 
. . . resorting to insults to get his point 
across". 


The Task is a rambling poem which 
starts with furniture as emblem of 
advancing civilization, goes on to dis- 
cuss social corruption und the role of 
the clergy, how to grow cucumbers 
and the comforts of home life, in 
Miltonic blank verse. Jane Austen 


loved it:- for years the poem gave 
simple enjoyment to many. TS Grim- 
shawe, editing Cowper in 1849, found 
the "poem of such infinite variety that 
it seems to include every subject and 
every style without any violation of 
harmony and order . . Forgotten 
now except by the learned, its influ- 
ence is diffused: it is “full of quota- 
tions". 

Dr Pricstman's is the first full-length 
analysis. Wordsworth described the 
poem as a"camposite of idyll, didactic 
poem and philosophical satire”. Dr 
Priestman asks, wisely, why does the 
poem keep changing direction? WhHt 
is the Task* 1 ? He finds in the poem's 
abrupt transitions a certain “cock-eyed 
consistency” and concludes that the 
cucumbers are the key image of the 
poem itself, which is, like vegetables, 
produced with difficult labour to be 
exposed in the market-place. This 
reading is more convincing than 
Blom s, in which the cucumbers are 
emblem of the Christian soul. Dr 
Pnestman’s argument becomes spe- 
culative, though, when he writes mat 
John Gilpin's horse is Cowper’s Pega- 
sus, the inspiration which impels him 
forward, but which he may not be able 
to control. 

Bill Hutchings’s scrupulous, useful 
introductory book sets the poems in 
their context of Latinity and Christian- 
ity. He valuably reminds us that Cow- 
peV’s recurrent image of the “cast- 
away” comes from St Paul - a scholarly 
fact worth pages of criticlal specula- 
tion.

Where real progress has 
beat made in recent years, on the 
tfAerhand, is in the urea of historical 
raosaiion. This has had two main 
effects: first, to clear away a mass of 
received ideas which were not the 
tetter for having been parroted gen- 
eration after generation (and what 
teacher can with a dear conscience 
wuleate '‘facts" which are not and 
«ve never been facts?); and second, 
temake the subject more vital, since 
the mind delights much less in assimi- 
fenng Eacts than in finding or forging 
links between them.

It is unlikely that the reader of 
Hornblower’s book will have been 
able to consult P J Rhodes’ very 
expensive commentary on Aristotle's 
Athenaion Politeia\ luckily, J M 
Moore, in his new edition of Aristotle 
and Xenophon on Democracy and 
Oligarchy, which consists of transla- 
tions of and commentaries on all the 
ancient politeiai (namely those of Ar- 
istotle, Xenophon, the “Old Oligarch" 
and the Oxyrrhynchus historian), has 
done, thus making his book even more 
useful to teachers, particularly of clas- 
sical civilization, than before. 

Some of the best work on Greek 
tragedy tends to be published in 
learned journals, and there will always 
be a ready market for books which, 
like Oxford Readings in Greek 


Tragedy, collect the best of these in an 
accessible form. There are manv 


accessible form. There are many 
familiar pieces in Segal's anthology, 
including chapters from the well- 
known books of Whitman, Conacher 


and (a brilliant and challenging essay 
this) Taplin. One might pick out 
Lioyd-Jones on "The Guilt of 


Lioyd-Jones on "The Guilt of 
-Agamemnon", Easterling on "Charac- 
ter in Sophocles", Dodds on the Oedi- 
pus Rex and Schlesingcr on the Medea 
as being the most obviously useful; 
some others arc disappointingly 
feeble. 

Plato, by J C B Gosling, is a 
beautiful, substantial and remarkably 
expensive book which can be recom- 
mended to anyone interested in the 
argument (especially of Book 1) of the 
Republic , not on a purely scholarly 
level, nor yet as an inadequate adum- 
bration of modern Anglo-American, 
philosophy, but as a serious attempt to 
answer a real moral question. 

One does not often have an oppor- 
tunity tp teach Suetonius, Josephus or 
the poetry of Archilochus. Alcaeus 
and Sappho, but one must still pay 
homage to Duckworth for continuing 
to publish books of this excellence in a 
world on which they will make less 
impact than they ought. Those on the 
two historians are accessible to non- 
classicists, and their examination of 
their lives; the societies in which they 
lived them, and the influence these had 
on their works makes fascinating read- 
ing even for novices in these fields. 

Anne Pippin Burnett deals with all 
the major fragments of her Three 
Archaic Poe/x: her commentary on 
them is eloquent and informative, if 
sometimes fanciful and over-wordy, 
and on some pieces (like the Cologne 
pnpyrus of 1 Archilochus) especially 
useful because unique.

A pervasive sense of sin also domin- 
ates the work of Mauriac, though 
neither writer is orthodox in ms 
approach to Christian dogma.

There was a time, not very long ago, 
when respectable history ended in 
1914. Or 1939. Well, anyway, 30-odd' 
years before you tried teaching it, to 
allow for sifting and digestion. 
Moreover, since everything that mat- 
tered happened at Westminster, Paris 
or Berlin (or reflected what happened 
there), issues were simple and history 
was neatly coherent. 

That, of course, is out. Nowadays 
contemporary history is the O level 
fashion, with anything from the day 
before yesterday under suspicion of 
gross irrelevance. Twentietn-century 
history is a growth industry: and 
there's the rub. There is already far too 
much of it, and more being added 
daily. What's more, any neglect of the 
domestic problems of Burundi or

Brunei lands you in trouble on a charge 
of parochial Euroccntrism. 

So textbooks cram masses of facts 
between bulging covers. Some, as in A 
History of die 20th Century World,. 
seek the answer in a series, core 
volume with specialist supplements. 
Even so, the books get fatter and the 
facts are fighting for elbow-room. But 
M N Duffy’s version of The 20th 
.Century has some of the grace and 
space of an older generation. Back in 
1964 it offered a good civilized read,' 
with drawings, maps, diagrams and 
glossy photos, all between Boards for 
thirteen-and-six. it retains most of its 
attractions in re-written, updated, 
paperbacked and re-priced form. 
Newspaper-grey photos replace plates 
and drawings, and assorted gobbets 
gratify current taste for sources and 
evidence; but the narrative remains 
readable and sensible, and the maps 
and diagrams are better than ever. The 
post-1945 story is shortened, little over 
a third of the book; and it reflects 
instability and incoherence, the lack of 
clear directions and landmarks, the 
constant need to re-focus on new, 
remoter trouble-centres. 

C P Hill offers bulk rather than 
narrative. His core volume on Interna- 
tional Affairs holds the series together 
well, while three area surveys (two 
more to come) concentrate on domes- 
tic matters. There is some overlap, 
even contradiction (as in rival maps of 
Brest-Lltovsk), but the editing is 
assured and the massed information is 
presented dearly, earnestly and effec- 
tively. R D H Seaman's is the most 
straightforward task, for this is 
Europe's familiar and relatively simple 
story competently re-told. P D Allan 


and J K G Taylor peer too often down 
microscopes; is world history really 
about the internal political preoccupa- 
tions of Bulgaria or Burma? Yet they 
find room for comment and assess- 
ment - a model view of Lenin's 
achievement, for example. Elsewhere 
things are sometimes simplistic: that 
conditions were bad tends to be the 
standard explanation for uprisings or 
revolutions. 

At its worst, the series never suffers 
from the dogmatic indigestibility of the 
Soviet textbooks presented in The 
Russian Version. Graham Lyons' 
book, first issued in 1976, carries three 
comments on its jacket: the Express 
found it “a shocking book”; the Specta- 
tor “not more distorted than the stan- 
dard Western version”; while A J P 
Taylor wickedly suggested that it was 
“nearer the truth than most versions 
current in the West." Certainly it 
.ought to be in the library to supple- 
ment the textbook image. 

E G Rayner allows the Russian front 
as much space as the Italian, Duffy 
gives Stalingrad a quarter of the space 
taken by the Battle of Britain. Yet ( ns a

This is the kina of evidence' 
we need to beef up our bland textbook 
surveys.

The commitment of physical educa- 
tionalists is moving towardssportsjprovi- 
sion tor the majority rather than the 
elite. Changing programmes which 
enable most pupils to acquire skill 
knowledge through intensive study of 
socially acceptable activities have 
caused the profession to reconsider the 
relevance of sports fixtures. With the 
additional economic cutbacks, radical 
evaluation has seen the development 
of "open access clubs". “Festivals", on 
educational grounds alone, are being 
introduced, inns placing greater emph- 
asis on the participation, which in turn 
enables larger numbers of pupils to 
experience the educational benefits of 
competitive activities. 

A greater community awareness has 
been evidenr. in many schools as 
physical educators concentrate more 
attention on the personal development 
of all pupils through the medium of 
sport. 

The development of Community 
Schools, and the Government's long 
overdue commitment towards dual- 
use facilities have ensured integration 
between school and community. With 
the support of regional sports councils, 
the professon is beginning to ensure 
adequate provision is available for 
participation and the fostering of ex-, 
cellence. Liaison officers are being 
appointed by many clubs and heads of 
physical education departments are 
often taking an added responsibility to 
ensure that their school pupils acquire 
comprehensive information about loc- 
al facilities, clubs and evening classes. 

Physical education departments are 
working to build improved channels of 
communication with community 
coaches and the influence of coach 
education programmes is being recog- 
nijed. by. the. profession. The recent 
Initiatives of the Sports Council and 
the National Coaching Foundation 
combined with the work being 
achieved under the auspices of most 
National Governing Bodies of Sport! 
nave enabled barriers between 
teachers and coaches to-be broken 
down and common principals estab- 
lished for the benefit o£ the pupils: : • 
Where community-based camped- , 
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three A level examination syllabuses 
have been submitted for consideration 
by the Associated Examining Board, 
and many physical educators, particu- 
arly in tertiary education, hope for the 
introduction of these courses during 
the next academic year. Further con- 
sideration of an O level examination is 
under way. As part of the profession's 
community awareness outlook, Sports 
Leadership awards, amd various intro- 
ductory coaching qualifications, are 
now run for the benefit of senior pupils 
in many schools. 

Since the 1981 Education Act, 
pupils with special needs have inte- 
grated into many schools. Special 
provision is being made by the profes- 
sion to ensure that mainstreaming I 


proves succssfiil. Although initial dif- 
ficulties have been experienced, the i 
physical education profession accepts j 
the mutual benefit which can be 
achieved by the integration of these 
pupils into mainstream education. 
One consequence of this change in 
■ educational policy, and the new phi- 
: losophy which is apparent in most 
' physical education departments, is the 
need, for 1 further in-service training and 
a reappraisal of the initial training of 
physical education specialists.

Tliere is no Sport in education. There is 
physical education but that is not the 
same as Sport even though it mnkes use 
of many sports (games, oymnostics.

According to their myth the educa- 
tional justification for physical educa- 
tion rests solely upon the successful use 
of sports as a means of achieving their 
educational ends. This is a burden the

equently, their aims arc not 
achieved ana physical education loses 
Its justification for being a part of 
education. 

This theory fails for several reasons. 

In the first place, there is no concep- 
tual connexion between sports on the 
one hud and the alleged educational 
utai of physical education on the 
<£fcr. Such a dubious connexion 
rdies upon evidence that taking part in 
physical education results in the moral, 
Krihelic, social and intellectual dc- 
wbpment of children. There is 1 no 
evidence. 

Secondly, to use sports to achieve 
such ends, even If It were possible, 
wuld demand PE teachers to be 
■rained as moral and aesthetic educa- 
tes, and as social and child psycholog- 
Hs-Jhere is no such training. 

Thirdly. PE activities are not actl- 
vtties of the sort that children must

think critically and imaginatively in 
physical education but it is a mistake to 
claim that all such thinking is neces- 
sarily intellectual. 

Fourthly, if there were such moral, 
social and intellectual development we 
might expect the members of the 
physical education community to ex- 
emplify these qualities. They do not. 
Where were our social and moral 
consciences while primary school 
physical education has been allowed to 
become a national disgrace; and 
courses for secondary specialists to 
become more tailored to suit the 
demands of the CNAA for academic 
respectability rather than the needs 
of children? What have the academics 
and politicians among us been doing 
whilst l.e.a. advisers and conscientious 
teachers have been fighting a losing 
battle in the schools to maintain chil- 
dren's interest and standards, of per- 
formance? Why has our intellectual 
prowess not been' used to provide 
rational argument to justify practical 
work in the schools? Why has the only 
rigorous examination of physical 
education been done by philosophers 
and social scientists, not physical edu- 
cators? 

Is It because there is nothing in 
physical education which, in fact, con- 
tributes to the social, moral and intel- 
lectual aspects of our development and

that in these aspects we are, perhaps, 
locking because of too much involve- 
ment in physical education and too 
little involvement in areas where they 
could be developed? 

Physical education will remain open 
to these criticisms and fail to achieve its 
educational aims while it allows its 
practice to be guided by such a discre- 
dited theory. Tt is not surprising that 
among its practitioners there is a large 
measure of confusion and disagree- 
ment about what physical education 
means and what it ought to be doing. It 
could make an important contribution 
to children's education if we adopted a 
more realistic ideology; which at pre- 
sent we do not. 

The main task of physical educators 
must be to Initiate children into the 
“world of sport”. Whatever else might 
be included in physical education, sports 
are a substantial pan of it. It would be 
a simple step to teach these sports as 
sport for its own sake and for no other 
reason. 1 appreciate that sport might 
fail to satisfy some educators' criteria 
for what counts as an educational 
activity but, if this is so, those who 
have formulated criteria which rule out 
sport as part of education hold a 
concept of education which is unre- 
lated to our social reality. 

Whatever might count as a realistic 
concept of education l would consider 
persons lacking In their education if 
they cannot live fruitfully in the “world 
of sport." This implies doing sport for. 
its essential human values and not for 
the sort of extrinsic ends that physical 
educators are sometimes critical of, ie 
status, prestige, power, wealth and 
nationalism; ends which can only be 
achieved from success in competition 
and where the value or winning can 
overshadow and negate the value of 
participation. 

Most people take part in sport in the 
belief that it has much to do with 
enjoyment and enhancing the quality 
of their lives. have created many 
interesting -sports that challenge and 
test sports people and enable them to 
fulfil themselves in a variety of ways 


that working at a job solely to survive 
does not. Tnat is why so many people 
value sport. That is why there are 
many like me who want their children 


to get to know sport from the Inside 
and learn how to extend themselves 
and gain enjoyment and satisfaction 
from doing so.

Getting to know sport from the inside 

Physical educators 1 narrow view of 
sport prevents them from seeing that it 
entails everything they aspire to. 
There may be no connexion between 
engaging in sports and becoming moral 
but there is certainly a connexion 
between being moral and engaging in 
sport. Unless people are moral and 
sociable it is unlikely that they will 
obtain satisfaction and enjoyment 
from their participation. Unless they 
are aesthetically aware it is unlikely 
that they will appreciate the beauty 
within sport. Sport is only of value to 
the participants if they look, after' the 
values in sport. 

It is in this context that physical 
education can be so - important in 
childrens' education. Not only should* 
We be trying to initiate .children in 
sport, we should also be the guardians 
of its values. We would not, for 
example, allow children to try to win in 
football by hacking down the oppo- 
nents; not only because it is contrary to 
the rules of football but also because 
people just ought not to behave that 
way towards others in any sodal 
activity, i 


And if we teach properly it should 
not require a referee to make that 
point to the offender, his tea mates . 
should do so. It should be the task of 
PE teachers to ensure that childen 
learn to participate for the right 
reasons ana to care for and protect the 
values within sport. 

Sport provides a principle of unity 
for most of the work in physical 
education. It could ensure continuity in 
physical education throughout the chil- 
dren’s school life. It could Link the 
theorists in sports studies with the 
practitioners in the schools. It could 
connect the work of teachers and 
coaches. Above all it could give mean- 
ing to what we are engaged in becausc.it 
focuses our efforts onto teaching spprt 
for its intrinsic values and enables ui to 
do what we know best: to leach children • 
how to extend themselves in sports, to 
care for their physical health and well 
being and to value and enjoy this aspect 
of their present and future lives.

nature of the job means that often the 
only shelter is not a welcoming staf- 
froom, or even a works’ canteen, but 
perhaps an enlarged garden shed or 
the cab of a vehicle, among the 
chemicals and the line-marker, the 
fertilizer and the shovels. All this and 
more is home stoically be those whose 
skill and industry ensures that the PE 
teacher has the facilities to do the job. 

Too often the groundsmen become 
strangers, almost faceless in their in- 
dustrial masks, seemingly turning a 
deaf ear when wearing statutory ear 
defenders, aliens in their space age 
protective clothing and back packs as 
they spray selective weedkillers. The 
loss of a site-based groundsman has 
often been taken as a personal affront 
by PE staff, the little favours once 
sought are now not so easy. They work 
to a tight, work-study governed sche- 
dule and may seem elusive; or due to 
the vagaries of the British climate 
descend inconveniently with gang- 
mowers in the middle of a thira year 
games lesson, reminiscent of an errant 
Boadicea discharging a wake of finely 
chopped grass, daisies and long lost 
golf balls. 

It is important to cultivate a good 
working relationship with the ground 
staff. Attitudes can percolate up from 
the grass roots, but greater apprecia- 
tion could be inculcated from Colleges 
of Education. The basic principles of 
groundsmanship should be included in 
the training of every aspiring PE 
teacher. The PE profession is perhaps 
no more dependent upon any other 
outside agency, and in Order to pro- 
duce the best of both facilities and 
teaching, close harmony is required 
between tracksuit and overall.

Cartography is a language. Although 
at times maps may be valued almost as 
works of art, they are essentially a way 
of storing and sending messages about 
landscapes and other spatial patterns. 
Their success, therefore, is limited by 
the fluency with which map makers are 
able to construct their language and 
map users are able to read it, but while 
map-making skills have shown great 
progress in recent decades, map read- 
ing remains significantly under- 
developed. 

Two new VP filmstrips offer con- 
siderable potential in this context. 
Though covering conventional 
ground, they do in many respects 
represent a genuine innovation of > 
balance in respect of their insistence on 
the primary importance of repeated 
cross-reference between landscape 
and map. Both filmstrips go further 
than most class-based demonstrations 
aPteinfbrce this task at a variety of 
scales and from a variety of view- 
points. 

The aulhor makes extremely nosi- 
five use of the visual potential of the - 
filmstrip medium. For example, the 
splitscreen format is an ideal approach 
to visual comparison, and offers 
numerous opportunities to relate land- 
scape and simplified map, to connect 
an air photograph with its correspond- 
ing map, or to contrast maps at 
mtrtat scales. Similarly, the super-

B eing able to perform investiga- 
tions directly on the activity of 
the human heart is nn attractive 
idea for many biology teachers 
but the means by which such work can 
be earned out have not been available 
until relatively recently, nor do they 
come particularly cheaply. 

All the equipment reviewed here 
hoosts the small electrical voltages 
associated with contraction of the 
heart muscles so that they can be 
monitored in some way. Problems of 
safety always arise when ex- 
penmenllng on pupils Bnd the design 
of the different instruments and their 
accompanying notes address them- 
selves to ihese problems in various 
ways. 

The Bio-Monitor is an American 
instrument, available here from Grif- 
fin and George. It is essentially a 
millivolt amplifier which is battery 

C owered ana so poses no physical 
azards. The unit is compact and 
simple; apart from the power switch, 
there are no controls to adjust. Two 
metal electrode plates are supplied 
which are placed on the wrists ana held 
in place by rubber straps. Connexion is

made to the two input terminals on the 
Bio-Monitor, ana after a variable 
delay of 10-20 seconds, electrical heart 
activity is detected and signalled by the 
flashing of a light-emitting diode and 
“beeping” noises from a speaker with- 
in the unit. These signals are in time 
with the pulse rate. 

No problems were experienced with 
the Bio-Monitor which gave good 
results with a variety of subjects. The 


results with a variety of subjects. The 
display of heart action is, however, 
rather limited and the Bio-Monitor is 
in effect little more than an up-market 
pulse meter. The documentation sup- 
plied with the equipment suggests a 
variety of activities, but it would be 
unwise to follow some of these as they 
involve suggestions for altering the 
heart rate by various means including 
the administration of caffeine ana 
atropine. 

•. The Unilab Biological Amplifier is a 
much more sophisticated instrument. 
Its design is such that it is entirely safe 
in use. It is battery powered and there 
arc no clectricul connexions between 
the inputs and outputs, so should a 
faylt develop in an attached, oscillo- 


graphing the trace on the oscilloscope 
screen - a procedure which is well 
described in the notes but which 
involves the use of a SLR camera with 
macro lens or extension rings for close 
focus work. It is unlikely that, having 
demonstrated the bio-amplifier's use 
in class, a teacher would then have the 
time to photograph the results at once 
- hence the need to record for work at 
a later time. 

The bio-amplffier can also be used to 
monitor electrical signals from muscles 
and, with the audio signal facility, the 
effect of exercise on the heart rate 
(though there is too much interference 
from contracting muscles to investi- 
gate ECGs or heart rate during exer- 
cise.)

In use , the amplifier was simple and 
effective. The need for a good contact 
between electrodes and skin vyas im- 
mediately apparent,, but this .could 
usually be achieved. Wiih more diffi- 
cult subjects, applying salt water be- 
neath the electrodes helped consider- 
ably, and occasionally ft was necessary 
to remove the surface layers of dead 
skin by rubbing with fine sand paper. 
With the best subjects, ,a clear ECG 
trace was obtained, showing the large 
QRS waveform, together . with the 
smaller P and T wave peaks. With' 
other subjects, the P and t parts of the 
trace were less distinguishable from 
.the background “noise" of electrical 
itlterference (though the. amplifier is 
effective In suppressing much of this), 
With the standard oscilloscope of 
the type used for. general laboratory 
work m schools, the ECG trace dote 
not remain displayed on the screen but .

Safety has again been an important 
feature of design. The interface is 
battery poweredand an optical fibre is 
used to send signals from the ECG unit 
to the A-D interface, so again there is 
no danger of voltages From faulty 
equipment being transmitted to the 
body. 

. Tnree electrodes arc provided, con- 
sisting of a strip of electrically-con- 
ducting materia] with a “velcro" 
fastening. Two arc wrapped around 
the thumbs and one attached to the 
ankle. The electrodes are easy and 
comfortable to wear, but the thumb 
strap are connected to the ECG unit 
via leads with crocodile dips which do 
not attach at all easily to metal tabs on 
the electrodes. The ECG unit has an 
automatic cut-out facility alter about 
three minutes' use, to conserve battery 
power. 

The A-D interface, into which sig- 
nals from the ECG unit are fed, 
enables the monitor screen of the 
microcomputer to perform the func- 
tions of a storage oscilloscope. In this 
way, unlike the Unilnb instrument, a 
display of a number of ECG wave- 
forms can be studied and held on the 
screen for as long as necessary. This : 
certainly makes detailed analysis of 
ECG traces immediate and easy. The 
A-D interface has sockets for ohms, 
voltage and high impedance inputs. It . 
can be used for a wide variety of 
monitoring applications, but only the ' 
input of ECO signals is considered ; 
■here. . . .... 

An appropriate connecting lead be- 
tween the A-D interface and micro- 
computer and a software program is - 
also required to inake the display of 
ECG traces possible. Different ver- 
sions of the lead and software are 
available for six makes of micro- 
computer. The ECG and A-D inter- 
faces were tested with a Research 
Machines 380Z microcomputer, but 
most. other widely used models are 
catered for. 

Once loaded into foe microcompu- 
ter, the program provides a number of 
options for the types of. display re- 
quired. These are selected by typing 
Simple commands on the computer 
keyboard., The instruction to use a 
“repeating, slow, real-time graph of 
about three seconds" may be Initially a . 
■ little , confusing, L biit« a : grid is/feoori 
displayed on foe monita r screen. A 
trace sweeps slowly across the grid, the . 
speed of which can bo altered as 
desired. The vertical position of the 
.trace on the screen can be adjusted 
/'with a control on. the A-D interface. 1 


With the ECG interface switched on, 
and after a variable time of up to 30 
seconds, a series of ECG waveforms is 
traced across the grid. The trace is 
automatically erased and then re- 
peated unless the “hold" command is 
given. The trace enn also bo inverted 
by a simple command if the ECG 
wave fo mi appears upside down. 

The traces obtained with the Harris 
equipment were of a high quality and 
with the best subjects all the different 
peaks of the waveform were dearly 
shown. Some problems were encoun- 
tered with the elimination of all in- 
terference, but in most coses a clean 
trace was eventually obtained. Being 
able to hold the traces on the screen for 
detailed examination was a most valu- 
able facility. The Harris apparatus is 
certainly the most useful for effectively 
displaying ECG traces to a class, but ft 
is also expensive if the A-D interface, 
software, connecting lead (and micro- 
computer) are not already available. 
Biologists interested in exploiting the 
potential offered here should consider 
persuading their other science depart- 
, mept colleagues.to make a joint Invest-

J have ranged from the decline of Ro- 
[ man power and the conflicting forms of 
early Christianity in Britain, to the 
significance of the Saxon warrior king 
and the role of Eastern trade routes in 
Viking expansion. ft is a wide perspec- 
tive and justifies the series title. 

The approach adopted to examine 
the past also makes clear (hat it is our 
J perceptions that create history. The 
I imposition of 1066 may he heavy on j 
I (he popular mind, but historians using 
new evidence drawn from the written 
sources, the study of language and 
place names, as well as the growing 
body of archaeological material, have 
been doing a great deal to extend our 
understanding of the period and rescue 
it from obscurity. Nor is it simply a 
question of new evidence; as Richard 
Hodges has shown in his major new 
book on Dark Age Economics, it is as 
much about the questions we ask of the 
evidence. Our understanding of towns 
and trade in the Early Middle Ages has 
been considerably advanced by his 
knowledge of anthropology. It is a 
pleasure to have him contributing to 
the series. 

: Yet the programmes are unsatis- 
tying; The problem Is the formula 
used. It is stilted, though no doubt 
! cheap. After a sweeping camera move 
through while clouds (“the mists of 
time”?), the titles announce the pro- 
gramme. The week's 1 scholar then 
l walks onto the set and proceeds with a 


f lecture to the audience. 

I Once A J P Taylor turned this 
format into some of the most exciting 
television experiences ever. However, 

I lie never had to pur up with the 
artificialities of the invited audience. 
He knew that the real purpose was to 
communicate with the television view- 
ers, not u tiny group of students, sitting 
ill at ease, keeping straight faces when 
the cameras turn to them. This puts the 
viewers* senses in conflict : the words of 
the lecturer do not deal with them, yet 
our eyes are compelled to look at 
them. We are made aware of their 
reactions rather than our own. 


The decision to give the scholars 
lecterns to stand behind might have 
seemed a method of helping them feci 


unexposed; sadly it only serves to 
stress the static nature of the pro- 
grammes. Nuances of tone and ges- 
tures of arm and body are frequently 
frozen. The unrelaxea atmosphere is 
emphasized: Liam de Paor unhappily 
fiddles with his papers, Philip Dixon 
drums his fingers and Patrick Wormald 
smiles enigmatically. These are men 
who have made major contributions to 
lilstory and deserve to be shown in a 
more- sympathetic teaching situation. 

The producers have attempted to 
overcome the shortcomings of the 
format by using illustration.

The mast successful has been Klaus 
Randsborg. He has been prepared to 
talk directly to the viewer and has not 
appeared to be frozen rigidly behind 
the lectern. Perhaps because he is

A lost opportunity? 

Mary Jane Drummond responds to the Schools Council’s ‘Primary Practice’

Do you know that extraordinary feel- 
ing when someone is describing a film 
that you've been to recently, or an 
incident you saw yourself, and you 
suddenly realize that she or he is 
getting it ail wrong?

Well, I do, This little personal revela-

But n more serious crime against 
teachers than this studied indifference 
to the real lives they lead in classrooms 
is the picture that the book conveys of 
teachers as learners: it seems to me to 
be a sadly negative and low-level one. 
The authors! approach to teacher de- 
velopment must . be extraordinarily 
naive and optimistic if it Is exemplified 
by the few paltry questions that con- 
sacb chapter. A typical example: 
Does consideration of the examples 
quoted here suggest any ways in which 
your school might improve its own 
planning of work in Mathematics?" To 
be logical, die next question should 
have been "Will your answer to that 
question have any effect on your 
school or your 'practice whatsoever?” 
And the answer would be “Of course 
not!" Teacher development is a good 
deal more complicated- thpn this. 

Now for offences against children: 
there are tooimany to catalogue in 
detail, but it Is veiy cjifficult for 
teachors of young children to under- 
stand why there is no serious discus- 
sion of the learning that results from, 
children’s play. Nor is there any refer- 
ence to the teacher’s task in providing 
for, and participating in this vita] pari 
of every child's experiences In school; 
Nursery and infant school teachers will 
be left with the message that children's 
play is no longer a respectable, or even 
acceptable, pari of the curriculum,

glancing references to another equally

| What is going on? Well, it isn’t hard 
to guess. Back to basics is still the 
fashionable, boring cry. The HMl 
have pointed out with unusual force 
that mere is definitely no lack of 
emphasis on basic skills in schools, and 
that the challenge now is to offer a 
richer curriculum, one in which read- 
ing, writing and mathematics are used 
for real and interesting purposes. But 
publishers go on commissioning the 
. same kind of dull, routine and, dam- 
mit. ineffectual books of drills - and 
| schools go on buying them, 

I It may be helpful here to glance at 
I the empirical research that has, again 
I and again in this century, demons- 
I t rated the ineffectualness of language 
I exercises as a preparation for actual 
f language use. Since the turn of rhe 
| century, n steady stream of researchers I 
| have published papers which have, in 
I one way or another, shown that prac- 
I rising grammar points in a vacuum 
docs not improve children's actual 
written English. A useful summary of 
this work can be found at the end of the 
first. chapter of Andrew Wilkinson’s 
The Foundations of Language. From 
the list, we may pick out the work of 
Boroas (1917) who. "found higher 
’ correlations between scores in gram- 
mar. history and arithmetic than be- 
tween those in grammar and those in 
composition”. (This study is similar to 
a recent piece of independent research 
by a teacher who Found that his class’s 
performance on SRA predicted (heir, 
performance in mathematics, but not 
their performance in English). Then 
ithere was Macauley’s study . in 1947, 
which suggested that the teaching of 
grammai: might actually hinder rather 
than help the development of: pupils' 

' written English, simply .because of the 
amount' of time it, required.; Heath 
( 1962) showed that, a group' of pupils 
who .were taught "library-eerilred En- 
gush” / with no grammar ; dxerqfses, ■ 
vfctt, after nine months, significantly

oi typical secondary school students”. 
Lucy Calkins (1980) found that a class 
of nine-year-old children who had no 
formal instruction in punctuation, but 
who were in a writing classroom where 
(hey used punctuation nil the time, 
were able to explain almost three times 
as many kinds of punctuation as 
another class of nine-year-olds in the 
same school who had had much less 
writing time, but who bad studied 
punctuation systematically through ex- 
ercises and tests. All this supports the 
Bullock Committee’s belief that “Ex- 
plicit instruct ion out of context is in our 
view of little value”. 

One could go on, but to what 
purpose? It is ail quite dear, for 
anyone who actually wants to know. A 
recent Horizon programme showed 
that teachers of modern languages are 
making the same point. “Explicit in- 
struction out of context" - grammar 
teaching, exercises and drills - is an 
extraordinarily inefficient way of 
teaching language. The problem is 
partly (he nature of language itself, 
which is rule-bound, but often not 
bound by the kind of normative rules 
that grammar-book writers seek to 
impose on it. Partly, however, it is the 
nature of the human mind that is the 
stumbling block. Perfectly adapted to 
the acquisition of language in real 
human contexts, and to the use of a 
complex grammar that is inductively 
and unconsciously acquired, it proves 
stubbornly intractable to attempts to 
teach language through deductive 
methods which require the conscious 
application of grammatical principles. 
These arguments about language

Everybody gets steamed up about 
the social world of children’s books 
these days; nobody seems to notice 
that the social world of English exer- 
cises is one in which Doreen's mother 
is always doing the housework, and 


where social relationships resemble 
those in prewar novels: 'The hunters 
met a friendly tribe of Indians." 


"Father gave his old suit of clothes to a 
tramp." “The door was opened by an 
aged servant." "The general told his 
men Do not shoot until you see the 
whites of their eyes’." ‘'On top of 
getting measles, being left out of the 
team wns awful." “An archangel is an 
angel of the highest rank.” As well as 
being artificial, over-correct, genteel, 
always sexist and sometimes racist, the 
language of English exercises is sani- 
tized. English is, as we know, a 
language which has no rules, only 
exceptions. Nobody would ever guess, 
from these ironed-out examples, that 
using the written language ever pre- 
sented writers with problems, or that 
the problems could ever be interesting. 
There is always one correct way.

Publishers' catalogues and 
leaflets are often crammed with in- 
teresting and colourful detail about the 
publications being launched and are 
obviously designed to attract the 
teacher to send Tor a specimen copy in 
order- to take a closer look.

With a title like Think About It- 
Problems in Basic Maths one might be 
optimistic that it is a series which has 
taken the recommendations of the 
Cockcroft Report to heart and which 
contains activities for teaching and 
learning problem solving techniques. 
Alas I was disappointed. Technique is 
mentioned on only one page in each 
book. This is followed by some 50 
pages of closely printed “word prob- 
lems". Clearly there are different in- 
terpretations of the word “problem”. 
However, within this limitation it is 
true to say that the problems have been 
carefully grouped and graded and if 
teachers wish children to concentrate 
on "word sums" then the books would 
provide a suitable source from which 
to glean material for individual needs. 

Basic Arithmetic Puzzles 1 and 2, by 
Michael Holt and Basic Arithmetic 
Practice by K A Hesse are further 
examples of the increasing trend to- 
wards provision of home-learning 
texts. Indeed these are part of a whole 
series covering maths, reading and 
writing, and handwriting. The puzzles 
by Michael Holt are imaginative and 
interesting and, although not graded 
systematically, could make a useful 
contribution to the stimulation of a 
younger child's learning. The less I say 
about the Hesse Practice Books the 
better. They consist of 32 pages of 
calculations without any other activity. 
The most interesting illustration is of a 
5ml medicine spoon! 

Key Maths Level Two Book 7by A L 
Griffiths and H P Shannon is the latest 
volume of the long-time-being-com- 
pleted Key Maths series. As in all the 
books by A L Griffiths the material is 
extremely traditional, uses tried And 
tested ideas and approaches to each 
mathematical skill and is totally un- 
adventurous, making few demand; on 
the teacher- in terms of knowledge or ' 
organizational skill. This is one of (he 
attractions of the scries for many 
teachers. It is safety maths par excell- 
ence. The books are well bound, use 
clear print, and have easy to read 
headings. I must admit, however, that 
the latest volume becomes rather wor- 
dy. where lt tries to be both teaching 
ft.hd practice material, but it is no worse 
than many ’ others.

Memorable speech? 

Michael Rosen answers his critics

Obviously, 1 am tempted to go in for a 
bit of seif-justification in the face of 
criticism. However, there is a point to 
be argued against here. It is this; 
because some of us writing poetry for 
children Write the way we do we are 
not serious. 

For example, it is forgotten that 
playing with words is of itself a serious/ 


fynay business for children. Mostly, 
children feel that they are controlled 
by words, so, to see that control- 
miem disrupted, exposes language 
withal It is; a tool in the hands nf inc 
controller? and not the control itself. It 
ibws them that language is not im-, 
wttble but it can be mucked about 
with. It obeys you. 

Secondly, to write in a speech inode 
*iih no immediately apparent “dic- 
ton" of rhyme, regular rhythm, 


metaphorical patterning etc docs nor, 
of itself, make the content of a poem 
“trivial", "lacking in power", "without 
the cutting edge of poetry” or whatev- 
er. The speech mode in poetry for 
children can mean, quite simply, chil- 
dren’s speech. By and large, we, as 
ndults and teachers, despise children’s 
speech. Many of us spend hours and 
hours correcting children’s vernacular 
in the hope that “things will be said 
better.” llic model Is ofthc child as an 
incomplete human who is ill-equipped 
fully to express her/his experience. In 
actual fact, children's speech serves 
the purpose perfectly. They do not 
have to wait to be adults to express 
what they feel nor do they have to 
borrow adult phraseology to say im- 
portant things. 

I would argue that one way for an 
adult to communicate with children is 
to use a child's speech mode. Any 
adult can find it themselves either as a 
memory or as a piece of careful 
mimicry of the things children say. 
Robert Lecson and George Layton 
have both, on occasions, used the 
mode for narrative. 

Thirdly, to deal with everyday 
events in a child's life is not a trivial, 
furtile activity. Our lives are con- 
structed out of events, sensations of 
events and accounts of events. Some of 
these events we seem to control, and 
sometimes we seem to be controlled by 
the events. A child's life is like this as 
well. It just so happens that most 
events in a child’s fife we regard as 
“childish”. Picking paint oFf a wall, 
losing a pen, having a scratch can all be 
amazingly important episodes. As 
adults we only nave to go into a reverie 
for a moment and hosts of these trivia 
from our childhood can come flooding 
back. This is not an inconvenience or 
an embarrassment. It is because (hey 
are important. They are part of what 
we were and so pail of what we are 
now. For children it is sometimes this 
sense of the past in the present but it is 
also something very much of the pre- 
sent. Writing abopt these events as 
they really are or were might be funny, 
but it is a serious area for an adult to 
take on as a way of sharing experience 
with children. 

Now the consequences of this argu- 
ment lead to me writing the way I do - 


and I guess other writers like Brian 
Lee, Gareth Owen, Geoffrey Sum-| 
; merfield, John Agard and others. If 
people don't want to call it poetry - 
which they do in my case, I am inclined 
to say - fine, don’t call it poetiy, call it 
Bits and then judge it for what It is. But 
then, 1 think, hang on, poetry is not 
supposed to be some exclusive club. It 
is in fact quite useful to go back la the 
revolutionary collection of 1935 The 
Poet's Tongue collected by WH Auden 
and J. Garrett, In their introduction, 
they define poetry as "memorable 


speech". As we know there are a lot of 
things that make speech memorable 
and they arc not all found in poetry 
textbooks. Do we exclude them from 
the club? 

Then Auden and Garrett ask the 
question, memorable speech about 
what? “Everything that we remember, 
no matter how trivial.” When someone 
"makes a good joke, he is creating 
poetry... tine of the motives behind 
poetry is curiosity, the wish to know 
what we feel and think.” / 

On average, over the last seven 
years 1 have visited abbut three schools 
a week to perform my own writing and 
to encourage children to do their own. 
Those words of Auden and Garrett 
express perfectly what I see happening 
in schools: children fastening on to 
their own speech patterns as an ideal 
mode for expressing themselves, 1 see 
them using my writing like a catalyst, 
tuning in to its small hurts, jokes and 
fantasies of everyday life as a means to 
explore their own. 

This does not mean for one moment 
that I am looking for people to exclude 
de la Mare, Reeves, Stephens, Hughes 
or whoever. These writers are dealing 
with different areas of experience in a 
different way. It is for teachers to help 
children hear many voices in poetry so 
that children can find their own. 
Sometimes it might be the child's own 
speaking voice. Be it aggressive, argu- 
mentative, narrow-minded or whatev- 
er; sometimes it might be the sharp 
metaphor of Ted Hughes; sometimes 
the absurdities of She! Silveretein. 

I believe we are trying to engage' 
children in looking at their own lives, 
the way they see adults, and the ways 
of talking of the people around them. 
That's important enough, isn’t it7

Of the more established series I 
have tended to favour Andersen's 
Young Readers' Library. It offers the 
kind of literary light and shade not 
always apparent in other series. The 
wonderfully zany Supergran (Wilson) 
and Mr Browser sci-fi titles (Curtis) 
began here and have established them- 
selves as paperback favourites. The 
latest Mr Brower (Mr Browser and the 
Mini-Meteorites £3.95) and Little 
Vampire (Little Vampire Moves In 
*4.95) (Sommer-Bodenburg) are witti- 
ly implausible fantasies, whilst Roger 
Colli nson’s Get Lavinia Goodboav! 
(£4.50) boasts a delightfully out- 
rageous heroine.

Books about planet Earth no longer 
come singly but in waves. Every pub- 
lisher worth his salt seems determined 
to produce a mini-series aimed at 
children in the 7 to 10 year age group, 
and is often hard to sec any particular 
merit in one version of the theme 
rather than another. Spoiled for 
choice, you probably won't go far 
wrong by sticking with a publisher, and 
series, (hat you already know; howev- 
er, for those who may be thinking of 
venturing into pastures new here arc 
fire latest offerings from Wayland (the 
Planet Earth series) and Franklin 
Watts (the First Look series). 

The Work of the Wind and Weather 
end Climate, both from Wayland, 
provide a good basic introduction to 
the atmosphere and its workings. Each 
has a dear text accompanied by in- 
formative diagrams and striking 
photographs, and they are both equip- 
ped with a guide to further reading, a 
glossary ana workable index - ideal 
reference books in miniature, which 
not only inform the reader but educate 
him/her in how to use reference books. 
Unfortunately, when I used the index 
in Weather and Climate to check out 
some of my favourite topics, I found a 
aajor howler. On page 34, we are told 
that the shortest interglacial is 15,000 

C irs; It should, of course, be the 
gen. 1 also take a pedantic objec- 
tion to the use of the term “last" Ice 


Age to refer to the glaciation which I 
peaked 20,000 years ago; all the geolo- ! 
gical evidence suggests that there will 
be more to follow. Apart from such 
nit-picking, however, these are excel- 
lent books of their kind. 

The First Look series is also very 
good, but slightly cheaper and slightly 
less well-presented. It also seems to be 
aimed at a younger audience, the 7 to 
8-yenr-olds rather than the 10 to 
U-ycnr-olds. These books also have 
short glossaries and indexes, but no 
guide to further reading. Tlicir illustra- 
tions arc primarily pictorial, and 
nrlwork rather than photographs, but 
they convey a simple message effec- 
tively. Weather, as its title implies, is 
less ambitious than its Wayland coun- 
terpart, and does not go in to climate. 
The Seasons, however, does make 
such a foray, using this as an excuse for 
the most dramatic artwork in the book, 
of New York.under the snow of a new 
Ice Age. The temptation must have 
been irresistible. Once again, two very 
good books, joining others in a known 
series. But as for which series you 
choose, you might just as well toss a 
coin. 

Franklin Watts, however, has re-

50 Facts About Our Planet is a rather 
different kind of beast. It is one of 
those books aimed at children reared 
on television's The Record Breakers, 
and it contains just what its title implies 
- 50 boxed items, each with a couple of 
paragraphs of text and some artwork, 
answering titular questions such as 
"what causes hot springs?" and "why 
do we have seasons?" It also contains 
the seemingly obligatory climatic how- 
ler - “no one really knows what causes 
ice ages", we read in box 43, with no 
mention of the great triumph of clima- 
tologists in the 1970s, the establish- 
ment beyond any reasonable doubt of 
the Miiankovitch mechanism as an 
explanation of lec Age rhythms. I 
don't like this kind of book at all. On 
the other hand, my own children, aged 
7 and II, love it, and keep coming up 
with “did you knows" after flipping 
through the pages. Best regarded, 
perhaps, as a "taster" for the First 
Look series, encouraging an idle in- 
terest to blossom. 

All of the titles I have mentioned arc 
useful classroom books, basically of a 
high standard that tends to gel taken 
for granted but deserves recognition.

One conclusion of the Warnock Com- 
mittee was that science was taught 
unsuccessfully in the majority of 
schools visited. It was proposed that a 
range of appropriate materials and 
guidelines be developed for (he use of 
those concerned with teaching science 
in the primary sector. The unit under 
review goes a Iona way towards meet- 
ing this aim. anu provides a sound 
framework for practical activities 
together with stimulating pupil ma- 
terial. 

It comprises 12S pages of teaching 
aids covering a range of principles 
which form an accepted core of scien- 
tific understanding at primary level. It 
is divided into sections, each section 
split into illustrated sub-sections con- 
taining n wealth of material. The 
teacher is encouraged to expand the 
presented ideas, and to develop them 
in his or her own way. The pupil, on 
the other hand, is gently led into basic 
scientific methodology through the 
observation of himself, his lire, and 
that of living things and objects which 
form a part of his environment. Thus 


the drawing of various face-shapes 
leads to discussion of varying human 
characteristics; and the wearing of 
clothes made of various materials leads 
to an understanding of insulation and 
how it works. 

Each sub -section contains a prog- 
ramme of work which should not only 
be within the grasp of all but the least 
able child, but should make science 
fun, too. The section “Me and My 
Shadow", for example, contains six 
sub-sections dealing with such topics as 
Play With Shadows. Shadows from 
Things, etc. Each sub-section is in two 
parts: “For Children to Do" and “To 
Discuss". Further suggestions are 
added at the end of each major section. 

Of course, there is always a danger 
that the less able child will see tne 
“games" he is playing in isolation from 
the underlying scientific principle. 
However, there is much more to be 
said for this approach than for the 
more sterile methodology of former 
years. With adequate follow-up discus- 
sion. there is no reason why enthusias- 
tic teacher should not be able to bridge 
the gap. U this does not happen, it is 
certainly not the fault of Macdonald's 
excellent publication.

Multi-cultural education is nn impor- 
tant part of the primary curriculum If 
children are to be adequatelyprepared 
for hfc m the coming decades and 
folk-talcs can be a delightful wav in for 
teacher and child. 

Simply and vividly told, with animal 
characters at the centre of events its 
possible through them to reach some 
understanding of unfamiliar ways of 
thinking and behaving, while enjoying 
the humour and action for their own 
sake Both collections contain stories 
which may have been devised to pass 
on social or moral lessons to the young 
within the cultures they came from, so 
they can speak directly to young minds 
m our community about fundamental 
issues as well as those of Africa and the 
Caribbean. 

The title story of The Crest and the 
rliae comes From Zaire and points out 
tne limits of what one friend can fairly 
ask of another. There are 20 tales in 
all. some only two and a half pages 
long which, while enjoyable or poig- 
nant in themselves, could also make 
good starting points for class dlscus- 
sions or assemblies. “Famine ; Does 
Not Make A Man Clever” , for inst- 
ance, could be performed by a single 
actor plus a narrator. It tells how a man 
in a fit of carelessness threw away his 
extra bread on a trail, The following 
year he finds himself on the same trail 
during famine, and ' in his hunger 
wastes time searching for the bread 
instead of looking for roots to feed 
himself and his family. 

“The Hunter nnd His Medicine ' 
Spear is a Zambian version of The 
Sorcerer's Apprentice. “Musa ' Bud 
Kojere” Is the comic Halisn story of 
1 fwo : boggars{ one blind and ortC lame,' 
whose double-act is destroyed by the 
lame partner’s greed. “All Thngs Are 
Linked” makes a neat ecological point 
with the parable of the king who has 
some frogs killed because their croak- 
ing keeps him awake. After a week of 
blissful quiet he is plagued by the 
mosquitoes whom the frogs used to 
ent. 

In case all this is beginning to sound 
tediously worthy it should be said that 
the collection is full of colourful detail 
and the language is vivid and direct.

'“Amend it to what, headmaster?" 

“Well, what about ‘satisfactory 
work and progress'? Similarly I think 
we might need to dry-clean your 
English comment, Mrs Jackson, which 
rends ‘A cruel misuser of the English 
language with the literary sensitivity of 
Norman Tehbit', since his mother is a 
local Conservative councillor. I am 
also concerned about Ihc brevity of 
some of the entries. Under maths, for 
example. Miss Henson has simply 
written ‘siinic*. for music it says 'the 
archetypal punk’, and I take it your 
observation for art, Mr Jennings, which 
reads 'Who’s he?' is meant :is a joke”.

To the William Morris Exhibition at 
the 1C A, a superb exposition of the 
necessary connexion between politics 
and art.

He loathed the ugly ride of 
nlrieteenth-ccntuij competition, as 
- He'd have lioathea monetarism if he*d 

• ever encountered it. He'd have been 
more distressed by the passive, tower- 
block environment which passed for 
"socialism in'the 1960s.

Keeping 

secrets 

An as pec l of education inday from 
which william Morris would have 
recoiled is the secret record system 
schools maintain on children nnd their 
pa rents. Reports from teachers were 
amung the worst of the horror stories 
which ihc 198-1 Freedom of Informa- 
tion Campuign revealed at its press 
conference fast week. 

“This boy is big. black and smelly.* 1 
“Jimmy is a cancer to the student body 
- if lie didn't commit this crime then 
someone else in his fimiily did.” 
“Mother professes an interest in his 
welfare but we hear stories of drinking 
and laic night parties.” All these from 
school reports to juvenile courts to 
which neither parents or children hitvc 
u right of access. 
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Indeed the NAS/UWT give the 
game away in their (sensible) com- 
ments on the desirability of using 
profiles for evaluating personal qual- 
ities. “Evaluating personal qualities is 
an extremely difficult and complex 
procedure, and more research is re- 
quired before the real value of record- 
ing this type of information can be 
properly assessed." Amen. I'm sure 
they realize this stricture applies a 
fortiori to secret records.

In 1981. nearly two-thirds of juve-

C irodupe any summary at oil - as the 
aw requires. But in any event, how do 
you ,, summ 0 rize ,, racist libels - like 
“big^ black and smelly”? 

This particular cancer, however, 
spreads far beyond the delinquent 
fnnge. AH over the country, secret 
school reports arc replete with 
irrelevant, inaccurate and often libel- 
lous comments about perfectly ordin- 
ary children and their parents. 

Non-cxi&tcnt divorce and unsub- 
stantiated “unhappiness at home" 
have cropped up on those very rare 
■ occasions when parents have 
accidentally seen reports on their chil- 
dren. In the mass of cases when they 
don't, libels inevitably pursue youngs- 
ters throughout their school career and

often, in confidential references, 
through their lives. 

The local authorities' record is a 
‘ depressing one. Tory Cheshire opened 
its flies in 1976 and Labour ILEA is 
about to follow suit: But most l.e.a.s 
haven't yet begun to grapple with their 
responsibilities to both parents and 
open government. One researcher was 
even refused copies of the relevant 
blank forms by the vast majority of 
l.e.a.s she approached. 

The solution is a simple one - let the 
pa rents and older children check them 
’ for accuracy, ir they wish; and If that 
; leads to fewer records being made, so 
much the better. It should at least 
concentrate teachers’ minds, when 
they comment on those children for 
whom they are responsible. 

The campaign wants legislation - 
and Chris Smith, MP for Islington 
South, is shortly to introduce a Bui to 
ensure personal access to files. (The 
Data Protection Bill merely provides 
access tq computerized files - and only 
to some of those.) 

But it would he even better if the 
teachers unions could instruct their 
members to behave like lawyers nnd 
insist, on professional grounds, that 
tneir clients should always have access 
to Ihetr own files. Then legislation 
would scarcely be necessary. 

Hie irony is that while records 
remain kicked up, profiles arc break- 
ing new ground, with pupil pnrticipa- 
u«n m assessment recommended by 
t jovcrnmenl, and even the NAS/UWT 
. appro yi ng sonic contribution by pupils 
to their own profile. ■ H H
